Prize, making him only the fourth writer ever 
to win the Pulitzer for fiction twice. Whitehead 
has been honored for his book The Nickel Boys, 
which explores abuse of black boys at a juvenile 

reform school in Florida. The writer was writing 
a Harlem-set mystery novel when he first heard 
the story of the Arthur G. Dozier School for Boys 
in 2014 and decided to shelve the project in favor 
of penning The Nickel Boys. In it, he presents 
a fictionalized retelling of the grim stories that 
were spread about the reform school—stories 
where juveniles were subjected to physical, 
mental and sexual abuse throughout the school’s

The Hamptons Subway-opened for business this 
past week, but practically nobody used it, as the 
numbers above show. And certainly there were 
no celebrities riding anything. That they might be 
seen down there—and our spotters were on the 
trains looking to report them for the “Down in 
the Tube” section you are now reading—could be 
a bad thing.

The Hamptons Police Department will soon 
be keeping a sharp eye on homes across the 
South Fork thanks to a new partnership with 
BingBongBash video doorbells. Department reps 
say Officers will be able to stand guard at local 
houses without actually having to be there, but 
some residents aren’t feeling entirely comfortable 
with the idea. 

A beta of the new system/partnership was 
uploaded to the homes of 200 Hamptonites 
over the winter, and many of the test cases said 
they felt uneasy when officers on duty would 
do things like welcome them home through the 
BingBongBash speakers. 

“Each on-duty officer has his or her own style,” 
one beta tester, Amagansett’s Hilda Benifacio, 
said. “I remember a particularly cold February 
evening when I was trying to get in my door 
with a bunch of groceries. I’m balancing the bags 
-and digging in my purse for my house key and, 
all of a sudden, I hear a ‘Hey-yoooo!’ screamed 
loudly from my doorbell,” Benifacio continued.

“It scared the daylights 
out of me. I dropped all 
my bags and ran in the 
opposite direction,” she 
said.

but this doorbell has ruined it.” 

Despite these and other complaints, HPD 
spokesman Rex Gallant says his Department and 
BingBongBash are moving ahead with the update 
as-is, but there may be room for changes in 
future updates. “We're also interviewing potential 
on-duty officers to make sure each accepted 
candidate has the requisite class, charisma and 
silky-smooth voice for the job,” Gallant added. “I 
think our residents will change their tune when 
they've got the Barry White of the Boys in Blue 
speaking through their doorbell.

Silence at East Hampton Airport Upsets Those Living Near It

S ince the start of the coronavirus emergency, 
the number of aircraft coming into and 
out of East Hampton Airport has dramatically 
declined. This has created an unforeseen 
problem for residents living in homes near the 
airport. For years and years, they have protested 
about the noise emanating from these aircraft. 
Not only is nothing ever done about it, but every 
year there’s more and more of it. Now, suddenly, 
all this is gone. 

“My husband is quite upset,” Mrs. Brenda 
Carmichael, who lives on Wainscott Beach Road, 
said about the situation. “He just sits in his chair 
and stares at the wall all day. His whole adult

life he’s been filing 50 or more noise complaints 
every day. There’s an 800 number. He’s gotten so 
used to hearing the noise and making the call that 
now he thinks his life is over.” 

She said her son Chuck, who is now 15, has 
lived his whole life under the noise and he too is 
now upset about it. 

“Where did the noise go?” she said. “He asks 
this all the time. And he says the silence is giving 
him ringing in his ears.

voices. However, shouting had become such a 
habit over the years, few were able to do so. 

“What's the Airport Manager doing about it?” 
one citizen wanted to know. 

“Nothing,” Mr. Arnold said. “But he’s as upset 
as we are.” 

A number of proposals were put forward. One 
was to buy 10,000 gasoline-powered leaf blowers, 
place them along the airport runways and have 
them started in unison every 12 minutes. But 
that got little support. There were three other 
proposals that never got off the ground, but 
then there was the proposal that the federal 
government be asked to use some of the Economic 
Disaster Assistance trillions to pay to keep planes 
and choppers coming. 

“That would be good for Boeing,” said Charles 


McCarthy, one of the newer residents. 

He was hooted down. 

“Boeing makes only commercial planes. The 
problem is with private jets and helicopters. 
Mitsubishis, Lears and Gulfstreams,” said Bob 
Jones. 

There was talk i at if the planes had to keep 
coming, it might irritate the rich people to learn 
that they’d be required to use these aircraft even 
when they didn’t want to, and people agreed that 
was a concern. 

-In the end, however, the proposal to go after 
the federal money was approved unanimously by 
voice vote, and the following morning the forms 
for $180 million of the PPP and the EIPI money 
were filled out and sent off to Washington. Here 
is that request. . 
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“The Wainscott Citizen’s Council requests 
$80 million be used to purchase two private 
aircraft, a Bell J-214 helicopter and a Lear 24 
corporate jet plane, reportedly the country’s 
noisiest, and have both based permanently 
at the East Hampton Airport. An additional 
$100 million is requested to pay for the 
salaries of three shifts of pilots, co-pilots and 
navigators, together with the necessary aircraft 
fuel, flight attendants and landing fees to have 
these aircraft continuously take off, circle around 
and land again in what is known as ‘touch and 
go’ operations 24 hours a day, 7 days a week and 
12 months a year.” 

The immediate response from the government 
was favorable. The money should be made 
available by the end of the week.

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New Concenns fox Lume Disease Awareness Month 


M ay is Lyme Disease Awareness Month, making 
it a perfect time to consider the dangers of the 
illness in what will be a particularly difficult season, 
thanks to the coronavirus (COVID-19) pandemic and 
a particularly heavy tick population. Already hard at 
work trying to stem the tide at homes around the Twin 
Forks, East End Tick & Mosquito Control President 
Brian Kelly shares some thoughts about how Lyme 
disease could affect COVID-19 patients and the efforts 
of healthcare providers, as well as some tips for keeping 
yourself : safe from tick-borne diseases this summer. 

Even before discussing possible interactions with 
the COVID-19 virus itself, Kelly points out that social 
distancing, not going to work and sheltering in place 
could impact the spread of Lyme disease and other 
tick-borne illnesses. “People are spending more and 
more time in their own backyards, and probably 
this summer, more than ever, people are going to be 
using their backyards,” he explains, also noting that 
pandemic-safe activities, such as walking trails and 
enjoying the outdoors at beaches and parks, increases 
exposure to ticks. “I don’t know if you’ve driven by any 
of the local trails in the last few weeks...the Morton 
[Refuge] preserve, you can’t get another car in the 
place or any of the trails.” 

Because of what he esceihes as an “extremely 
’ mild winter” that allowed ticks to be active whenever 
temperatures rose above 40°, which was often, Kelly 
is expecting a very high tick population this summer. 
“People need to realize that ticks are being found just 
about everywhere right now,” he continues. “They 
call it Lyme Disease Awareness Month for a reason— 
because the ticks during the month of May are bad.” 


As for how COVID-19 might impact people with 
Lyme disease, or vice versa, Kelly doesn’t profess to be 
a medical expert, but he says it’s hard to get concrete 
information on the subject because the virus is so new. 
He worried, however, that the flu-like symptoms both 
Lyme and coronavirus share could present problems 
for local doctors attempting to diagnose one disease 
or the other. “And we don’t want any co-infections. If 
you have Lyme disease and COVID-19, what’s going to 
happen then? 

“Everybody needs to be careful,” Kelly adds, 
explaining why he’s getting the word out for Lyme 
Disease Awareness Month. “The last thing the hospital 
needs are co-infections with Lyme disease. It couldn’t 
be good, that’s for sure.” Further, he says a patient 
suffering from Lyme or both illnesses might not be 
treated correctly. “You really have to be more diligent 
this year than ever. Everybody is worried about 
COVID-19, which you should be, but you also can’t let 
your guard down with the ticks. It is a big problem out 
here and we're finding a ton of ticks emerging from 
their winter hiding spots right now, and it’s going to be 
a bad season.” 

To help minimize the dangers of ticks, Kelly 
recommends homeowners get monthly spray 
applications, adding, “It greatly reduces the tick 
population on your property, but nothing is 100% 
when it comes to Mother Nature. There’s no such thing 
as being 100% tick-free, but monthly applications 
make a tremendous difference.” 

Kelly says East End Tick offers alternatives, such as 
organic products or installing owl nests—because owls 
eat the mice, and mice carry lots of ticks. “There are 


all sorts of ways to do this, but spraying alone doesn’t 
solve your problem,” he continues, noting that it’s vital 
to keep one’s property clean of dead leaves, weeds and 
tall grasses, which ticks love. “That’s where the ticks lay 
their eggs, on the underside of dead leaves. They like 
those cool, damp, moist areas, so getting the leaf litter 
up and getting it into the woods and off your property 
as early as possible helps sets the stage for what’s going 
to happen for the rest of the season.” 

Above all, Kelly says the most effective solution is 
using a personal tick repellant and checking for ticks. 
“If you use a tick repellant when you're out in the yard, 
on your sneakers, you’re much less likely to get bitten 
by a tick. If you check for ticks on a daily basis, maybe 
once in the morning and once in the afternoon when 
you shower or are using the bathroom, or just give 
yourself a once over, you can find a tick before it has a 
chance to do any damage,” he adds. “They usually need 
to be on you for 24—36 hours, so if you can find that tick 
and remove it properly, you'll be in good shape.” fi
